No Mean Waterway 

HERE is a tendency in certain quarters in this country to 

T scout the importance of freight traffic over the Great Lakes. 
It is interesting to learn that more than six times as much 
freight tonnage was carried through the Soo canal, connecting 

Lake Superior with the lower lakes, during the season just closed, 

than passed through the Panama Canal in the same seven months. 

The net freight carried through the Panama Canal during the 
given period was reported as 10,419,825 net tons. The big freighters 
plowing up and down the Great Lakes at the same time carried 66,- 
067,258 tons. And this, it is to be noted, is only freight which 
passed to and from the head of the lakes through the Soo. It takes 
no account, of short hauls on the several lakes or of the heavy ton- 
nage between Chicago and the lower lake ports. 

Manifestly more than merely the lake ports were party to this 
commercial activity. It tapped a vast territory, east, west, north 
and south, and was a vital part of the nation’s business. Such facts 
as these should not be overlooked in estimating the importance of 
the water way. Those who contend that its development is a 
sectional problem have not gone far enough into the matter.

who are ready to give generously, while insisting upon giving wisely, 
is not an easy one. Long ago it was conceded that happiness cannot 
be purchased, no matter what the price paid. More recently it has 
been decided that it is equally impossible to purchase perfection, 
or even to insure, by the endownment of schools and colleges, the 
turning out of an entirely satisfactory product.

U. C. FORESTRY DIV. 
TO USE ARCATA PARK 
FOR EXPERIMENTS 





Word has been received by the 
Forestry Division of the University 
of California that a resolution was 
passed by the City Council of Arcata, 
Humboldt County, which will author- 
ize experimental work by the For- 
estry Division in the park. The work 
contemplated is the laying out of 
three or four sample plots of one- 
half acre each in the dense stand of 
redwood second growth with which 
the park is covered.

Between G rowth and Yield?

It must be kept in mind in 
reading this article that the title 
is put purposely in the form of a 
question. It would seem that the| 
example which follows furnishes 
a partial answer in the affirma- 
tive but the reader is. warned at 
the outset against drawing sweep- 
ing conclusions. 

One of the growers of the 
Ontario-Upland section has for a 
period or eight or nine years kept 
individual tree records of the 
yield in his ten-acre plot. In this 
way he has come to note that’ 
some trees have constantly borne | 
good crops while the record of 
others is not so good. As to the 
reason for this he has not of 
eourse drawn any conclusions. He 
has simply observed the fact.

for some time that there might 
be a correlation between the yield 
and the growth during certain 
periods of the year. The grower 
in question had evidence to the 
same effect, and determined to 
make record of growth and then 
compare this record with the 
record which he later made on 
yield. 


As is well known, the orange} 


grows by periods rather than con- 
tinuously. The first period occurs 
prior to and during the time of 
blooming in the early spring; the 
second about July and the third 
in the late fall. In some localities 
and under some conditions four 
or even more distinct periods of 
growth may easily be detected. 

The mid-summer period was 
chosen as the period for observa- 
tion. The grower went over his 
grove July 8, 1921, noting the 
amount of new growth on the 
tree at that time. Te classified 
this as heavy, medium, slight and 
entirely wanting. 

Each of 483 trees on a portion 
of hjs ten-aere plot was placed 
at this time in one of these four 
classifications. In the following 
January the grower again went 
through his grove and estimated 
the amount of fruit on the trees. 
Some had been blown off by the 
heavy wind of December 4, 1921, 
but each individual fruit under 
each tree was counted and added 
to the total. Instead of recording 


the results as so many boxes to 


the tree, an estimate was first 
made of the number of boxes on 
the trees—a procedure in which 
after nine years of practice the 
grower has become very proficient 
—and then this was compared 
with the number of boxes which 
in his judgment the size of the 
tree would enable it to carry. 
Thus is in his judgment there 
were six boxes on the tree and 
the size of the tree warranted 
the assumption that it should bear 
eight boxes, the crop was counted 
as 6-8 or 34, or 75%. He thus 
nade another record in January 
for each of the 433 trees which 
he had previously noted in July. 
Tt should be remembered that he 
did not see the figures regarding 
new growth at the time he made 
his estimate of yield. 

We now come to the interesting 
part of the tabulation. Of the 
433 trees observed, 7 had shown 
no new growth in July. Of these 
7, 6 showed a percentage in yield 
varying from 100 to 125, and 1 
was between 125 and 150. 

One hundred thirty trees show- 
ed a slight- growth in July and 
71 of these 130 were recorded in 
the percentage at between 76 and 
100. Of the remaining 59, 86 
showed a percentage of growth 


between 100 and 125; 17 between! 


51 and 75; 3 between 26 and 50, 
and T below 26. That is, the aver- 
age for this group was between 
76% and 100%. 

The next group consisted of 
those trees showing a medium 
growth. There were 193 trees in 
this group and 79 of them were 
in the pereentage group between 
51 and 76. Seven showed a per 
eentage between 100 and 125; 61 
a percentage between 60 and 100; 
39 between 26 and 50, and 7 a 
percentage lower than 26. Here

Six showed a percentage between| 
76 and 100; 34 between 51 and | 
| 75, and 17 lower than 26. 
Summarizing the results: In the 
{ease of those trees which showed 
no new growth during July the 
yield was well above 100%. In 
those trees showing slight growth 
in July the average yield was be- 
tween 75% and 100%. In those 
trees showing medium growth 
during July the average yield was 
between 51% and 75% while 
those showing heavy growth had 
an average vield between 26% 
and 50%. 

In this particular plot of 433 
trees there is, therefore, a very 
definite inverse correlation  be- 
tween vield and growth. Trees 
having the heaviest growth show- 
ed the least vield and those show- 
ing the least growth had the 
heaviest yield. 

it would be very interesting to 
pursue this study further and as- 
certain what relation might exist 
in these same trees between the 
early spring growth and the 
amount of fruit on the trees. Some 
have suggested that the result 
will probably be the exact reverse 
of the result shown in the table 
above; that is, that thoge trees 
which make the best growth int 
early spring have also the heavi- 
est yield of frnit and vice versa. 
That can be answered only after 
data have been colleeted on this 
particular phase of the subject. 
It would be also interesting : 





know whether the results which 
were obtained in the above grove 
during one year would be dupli 
eated every vear and whether the 
results obtained under the eli- 
matie and soil eonditions of the 
Ontario-Upland section would al 
so obtain under the elimatie and 
soil conditions of, let us say, 
Orange or Tulare counties. The 
answer to that question ean be 
viven only after the collection 
of additional statisties.

Another question that 
would naturally arise from this 
would be that of fertilization 
practice: Can the application of 
fertilizers be so timed as to pro- 
duce heavy or light wood growth 
and if so will this have an in- 
fluence on the yield of the fruit? 

So far as this grove is concern- 
ed there is no question that the 
results are definite; but as stated 
in the beginning, it would be fool- 
ish to jump at conclusions from 
one instance only. The matter is 
presented here for two reasons:
